to follow Rightéoufuefs and Faith. 1 {hall not pretend to 
pronounce any Opinion upon the Work, further than that 
Ithink the learned Preacher has very ingenuoufly and cltarly 
deduced the Law of Righteoufnefs, and fhewn that the Dif- 
ference between Right and Wrong is fo obvious to the Per- 
ceptions of human Kind, that it is not eafy to be miftaken ; 
and confequently that the Fault of dealing unfairly lies not 
fo much in our Want of Difcernment as in our Will. I 
concur heartily with thefe Sentiments, and can’t forbear 
infifling, that if People would but ferioufly examine them- 
felves, and attend cooly to the Diétates of Reafon and 
Confcience, there are very few who would refufe fub(crib- 
ing to what has been advanced, and that moft of the nume- 
rous Litigations now depending in our Courts of Juftice may 
be determined by the Law of Righteou/ne/s among the 
Suiters themfelves ; confequently, that Prejudice, Perverfe- 
nefs, Pride, Malice, and Oppreffion, influence us more 
powerfully into Contentions and Difputes at Law, thana 
Defire of Juflice.

If, as I apprehend, the learn’d Do&tor means by Lawyers all 
thofe who practice or bear Offices in either Branch of the Law, 
I can’t refufe my Affent, with fome Reftriétions, however, 
to this laft Paragraph, (referving the Confideration of that 
which precedes it ’till hereafter) as it feems to contain no 
more than what moft People of this Kingdom know by 
woeful Experience: Generals and Particulars atteft it!

LONDON. 


Monday the Captams of the Royal Caroline, Mary, 
illiam and Mary, Fubbs, Charlotte, and Catherine 
Yatchs, went on board; and ftaft Tuefday they received 
their Orders to fail on Tuefday next for Holland, to bring 
over his Majelty to England. 

We ase credibly informed, that the Definitive Treaty of 
Peace, as figned by the Englih, French and Dutch, is 
now tranflating into Latin, for the Imperial and Spanith 
Minifters to fign, they having, entirely acceeded to it, but 
deemed that a neceflary Form. 

We hear that Ten Regiments of Marines are to be 
difbanded ; but that his Royal Highnefs the Duke’s Regi- 
ment is to be kept in Pay 5 and that the Number of Stand- 
ing Forces is to be 19,900. 

Monday laft the Lords of the Admiralty ordered the 
Feverfham, Nafflau, Neptune, and Folkitone Men of War, 
to be difcharged, and the Men paid off. 

Since the News of the Signing the Peace, frefh Orders 
have been fent down to Woolwich jor the makiug 3100 
Wight more of Rockets.

We hear that the Right Hon. Stephen Poyntz, Efq; 
will be appointed ‘Treaturer and Receiver General of the 
Excife, in the room of his Brother, the Hon. William 
Poyniz, Kf{q; deceated, a Place of 2500]. a Year. 

Sir William Calvert Lord-Mayor Eleé, was prefented 
on Wednefday by the Recorder of the City of London, to 
the Right Hon.the Lord Chancellor. 

We hear thet a Motion will be made in the next Court 
of Common Council, (in Imitition of the worthy Alder- 
men’s Refolution in retrenching their Expences) to reduce 
the exorbitant Sums of Moncey, called Gratuities, given at 
Guildhall by the Committee of City Lands to certain Off 
cers, whofe large Fees and Salaries are fo well known ;

Wednefday Morning about 9 o’Clock a Fire broke out at 
the Houfe of one Mr. Birch in a Paflage im Hart {lreet near 
Covent Garden, which burnt with violence for fome Time, 
and would probably have done great Damage ; but by tlic 
timely Affittance of the Servants and Engine belonging to 
the Theatre-Royal in Covent Garden, it was happily 
extinguifhed.
